African Colony. 


FORMER OFFICERS

Men Treated Courteously 
at Lisbon, Portugal, After 
They Present Selves to 
Authorities.. 


By the Associated Press. 
LISBON, Portugal, Jan. 16. — A 


story of the escape from the Span- 
igh penal settlenfent at Villa Cis- 


neros, West Africa, and an 1800- 
mile journey in a 50-ton boat in 
which great hardships were suf- 
fered was told when 29 Spanish 
monarchist exiles arrived here yes- 
terday. They escaped on New 
Year’s eve and landed Saturday 
night at the small village of Sesim- 
bra, from which place they pro- 
ceeded to Lisbon. 

The ragged group was composed 
of former officers and grandees of 
Spain, including Prince Alfonso de 
Bourbon, a cousin of former King 
Alfonso. } 

Phone Calls to Families. 

Although worn out by the hard- 
ships of 14 days in an open boat, 
the exileg spent part of the night 
telephoning their families, inform- 
ing them of their arrival and ask- 
ing them to join them here. All 
were cheerful, however, and ex- 
pressed joy on arrival in Portugal 
with the promise of comfortable 
beds. . 
Prince Alfonso said in an inter- 
view that “conditions at Villa Cis- 
neros were terrible.” 

The party, he said, escaped the 
evening of Dec. 31 because of in- 
formation they had received from 
friends concerning their approach- 
ing trial in Madrid. He said there 


was no doubt that some of them ued and this 


would be sentenced to death with- 
out an opportunity for legal de- 
fense. 

He thought that the revolution 
of last August was not for the 
objective of the restoration of the 
monarchy, but was to save Spain 
and was against Premier Manuel 
Azana of Spain. He expressed his 
conviction that a monarchy would 
soon be restored to Spain. 

Account by Colonel. 

Col. Gabriel de Benito, former 
commander of the Princess Hus- 
sars, in an interview said:

“We are extremely happy we 
have arrived in Lisbon to rest for 
the first time in several months in 
comfortable beds. 

“The days of hardship on a small 
craft have left their toll. The boat 
belonged to one of my intimate 
friends whose name I cannot re- 
veal. We traveled along a route 
not generally used by Spanish war- 
ships. 

“Only the good health of all the 
escaped men carried them through. 
We are completely exhausted and 
are grateful to the Portuguese peo- 
ple who are extraordinarily hospi- 
table. 

“Our flight was a very difficult 
task. We didn’t select those who 
were to go by lottery, but the men 
were selected according to the bra- 
very they showed when punished by 
the Government. ‘After having 
planned the escape for some time, 
we found the opportune day on an 
exercise trip 15 kilometers along 
the desert shore. The boat was 
ready and we boarded after having 
sclected by common agreement 
those who were to go.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—Repre- 
sentative Clarence Cannon (Dem.), 
Missouri, as chairman of the House 
Appropriations Subcommittee for 
the District of Columbia, has report- 
ed to Congress that the Federal 
Government ana residents of Wash- 
ington could save $4,000,000 annual- 
ly by the erection of a municipally- 


owned electric power plant. 

His recommendation resulted 
from a 30-month engineering in- 
vestigation of electricity production 
and consumption in Washington. 
At present most of the power used 
in the District by public and pri- 
vate consumers is supplied by the 
Potomac Electric Co., a subsidiary 
of the North American Co., which 
owns and directs the Union Elec- 
tric Co. of St. Louis. 

In making public the report yes- 
terday, Representative Cannon said 
the testimony of engineers before 
his committee had shown that a 
municipal power and light plant 
could be constructed in Washing- 
ton at a maximum cost of $35,500- 
000. This maximum cost, he de- 
clared, could be amortized on a 3 
per cent basis in 25 years. At the 
end of this period, the capital in- 
terest charges would be discontin- 

expense to ers 
eliminated. Such capital interést 
charge, Cannon polnted out, is re- 
tained indefinitely under satu 
ownership. 

The committee’s investigation dis- 
closed an apparent large protit 
margin in the sale of power ard 
light. The cost of generation, the 
investigators found, was 1.16 cents 
a kilowatt hour. The charge to tre 
Government was 2.65 cents; to pri- 
vate commercial service, 3:53 cents, 
and for residential service, 17 
cents a kilowatt hour. 

The survey found that the Gov- 
ernment paid $2,517,163 annually to 
the private power company, and 
that private consumers paid $8,259,- 
756, a total of $10,778,919. 


The three principal advantages to 
be derived from municipal opera- 
tion, as listed by Cannon, were: 
The lowest possible cost for the 
power needs of the Government; in- 
dependence in the consideration of 
power requirements for ‘municipal 
activities, and a source of revenue 
from ‘service supplied to private 
consumers wh.ch, if credited to the 
cost of the city government, would 
reduce taxes. 

The engineer’s survey also aut- 
lined a modified plan providing for 
the taking over of only 25 per cent 
of «he business now handled by the 
private utility. Under this limited 
plan, although the private utility 
would retain the most profitabte 
services, the Government would 
save $1,000,000 annually, the en- 
gineers reported. 

Washington, according to North 
American officers, enjoys one of 
the lowest electric power and light 
rates among American cities sup- 
plied by privately owned utility 
companies, The District Public Util- 
ity Commission has constantly in- 
sisted on the lowering of rates. The 
company, however, has consist. ally 
made around 10 per cent on a court 
valuation of its property.

‘‘Kingfigh’s” Retort When

WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—While 
Senator Sheppard (Dem.), Texas, 
the “father” of the eighteenth 
amendment, was endeavoring to- 
day to get the floor in the Senate 
to make his annual speech in praise 
of Federal prohibition, the Sénate 
Judiciary Committee was dealing 
in friendly fashion with the Blaine 
bill to legalize the sale of beer and 
wine. | 

Since the effective date of the 
eighteenth amendment, Jan. 16, 
1920, it has been the practice of the 
Texas Senator to make an anni- 
versary speech celebrating the suc- 
cessful effort to write prohibition 
into the Federal Constitution. 

When Sheppard tried to get rec- 
oguition for that purpose today, 
Senator Huey Long (Dem.), Louisi- 
ana, still running his filibuster 
against the Glass banking bill, ob- 
jected. 

„If you'll wait a week, said the 
Kingfish, “you'll be able to talk 
about the death as well as the 
birth of prohibition.” 

Long being in complete control 
of the legislative situation, the Tex- 
an had to stand aside. 

Finally Gets the Floor. 

After a long wait, Sheppard got 
the floor at about 3:30 and began 
the delivery of his prepared ad- 
dress. He declared that the repeal! 
of prohibition “would be the be- 
ginning of th@ dismemberment of 
the soul of America.” 

“To repeal prohibition,” he con- 
tinued, “is to put the right to ap- 
petite above the rights to life, to 
liberty and to happiness in their 
true significance. It is to defile an 
ideal—the ideal that places the 
higher liberties above the lower 
and the obsolete ones. 

“Run down the flag of prohibi- 
tion and run up the flag of drink, 
and the saddest transformation 


that ever marked the struggle of} 


mankind for its own redemption 
will have been achieved.” 

The Blaine bill, which proposes 
to legalize the manufacture and sale 
of beer and wine with an alcoholic 
content up to 3:05 per cent by 
weight, or 3.8 by volume, had com- 
paratively smooth sailing in the 
Judiciary Committee, but the task 
of putting it into final shape for 
submission to the Senate was not 
completed. There will be no fur- 
ther consideration of the measure 
by the committee until next Mon- 
day. 

The committee today made no 
amendments of ar- consequence in 
the draft prepared by the Blaine 
subcommittee. No effort was made 
to change the 3:05 percentage. As 
already told, this figure was substi- 
tuted for the 3.2 per cent (by 
weight) carried in the Collier bill 
passed by the House. : 

The committee gave Blaine au- 
thority to publish, as a part of the 
forthcoming report on the bill, the 
full findings of the British Central 
Control Board (1918) on the subject 
of intoxicants. A determination by 
this board that liquor with an al- 
coholic content of 3.05 per cent was 
non-intoxicating was used by the 
Blaine subcommittee as an authori- 
tative guide. 

Unlike the Collier bill, the Blaine 
draft does not attempt to define an 
“intoxicating” liquor, but simply 
provides that the Volstead penal- 
ties shall not apply to the manu- 
facture and sale of beer, ale, por- 
ter, wine or fruit juice with an al- 
coholic content not exceeding 3.05 
per cent by weight. 

Explanation By Norris. 

Chairman Norris explained that 
the change from the language of 
the Collier bill was made in order 
to satisfy “legislative scruples” and 
to decrease the possibility of an 
invalidating decision by the Su- 
upreme Court. 

“The majority of the committee,” 
said Norris, “think that regardless. 
of the question of percentages we 
can pass a bill of this character 
and that it will meet the test in 
the Supreme Court. 

“Tt is true there might be a civil 
action, under contract of sale, in 


which the contention would be set 


up that 3.05 per cent beer was in- 
toxicating and therefore illegal un- 
der the eighteenth amendment. But, 
whatever the outcome of such ac- 
tion, a man arrested for making 
liquor permitted under this bill 
would not be punishable—no crimi- 
nal action would lie against him 

“We are taking the position, un- 
derstand, that scientific evidence 
points to the non-intoxicating char- 
acter of 3.05 per cent beer, but in 
the bill we are not passing on this 
point. We simply remove the pen- 
alties now attached to the sale of 
beer or wine with that alcoholic 
percentage, and leave the penalties 
on the sale of liquor with a higher 
percentage.” 


Petition to Force Another Hoilse 
Repeal Vote Filed. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.— Repre- 

sentative Schafer (Rep.), Wiscon- 
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sin, today filed a petition designed 
‘to force another House vote on the 
Garner resolution for repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment. 

If 145 members should sign the 
petition, the House could vote on 
whether to take the resolution way 
from the House Judiciary Commit- 
tee and consider it on the floor. 
Schafer, in announcing his ac- 
tion to newspaper men, said he in- 
tended to “give Democratic leaders 
‘a Chance to get their repeal 
through.” He added: “All they’ve 
got to do is convert six Democrats 
who voted against submitting the 
repeal amendment to the states.”

In 
the other banks closing today, the 
total of loans was well below the 
deposit totals. 

The statement posted on the door 
of the Twelfth Street National 
Bank read: 

“Although it is the belief of the 
Board of Directors of the Twelfth 
Street National Bank of St. Louis 
that all depositors can be paid in 
full, yet in view of the uncertain 
banking conditions in St. Louis, the 
Board of Directors deem it advis- 
able for the protection of all de- 
positors to turn over the affairs of 
this bank the national bank ex- 
aminers, effective this date.” 
Arthur G. Maier, president of the 
Grant State Bank, issued this state- 
ment: * 
“We have decided to place the af- 
fairs of the Grant State Bank in 
the hands of the Finance Commis- 
sioner. This will result in an or- 
derly liquidation of the bank’s as- 
sets and protect our depositors.” 
The officers of the Natural Bridge 
Trust Co. issued this statement: 
“A group of individual Bankers 
of St. Louis voluntarily assumed 
the task of liquidating the Natural 
Bridge Bank & Trust Co. a little 
over two years ago and for that 
purpose formed the Natural Bridge 
Trust Co., and these individuals put 
in the sum of $250,000. 

“This liquidation was proceeding 
in an orderly and satisfactory man- 
mer to such an extent that the de- 
posits have been reduced from 
$1,683,000 to $723,000. In the last 
few days, however, on account of 
heavy withdrawals caused by the 
closing of other banks, it was 
deemed expedient to close the bank 
in order to protect the depositors, 
and to conclude the liquidation un- 
der the supervision of the State 
Finance Commissioner.

The revenue men reported they 
discovered that Oldani in 1929 pur- 
chased 4,473,000 pounds of corn 
sugar, commonly used in illicit dis- 
tilling, for which he paid, mostly in 
cash, $149,602.20. In 1930 he pur- 


gar for which he paid $145,928.40. 
His purchases of corn sugar in 
1927-28 were even larger, and for 
the four-year period, according to 
the books of manufacturers who 
sold to Oldani, he purchased 14,- 
$31,100 pounds of corn sugar for a 
total of $453,259.88. At no time did 
Oldani disclose in tax returns the 
purchase of this sugar of the hand- 
ling of these large sums of money. 


The liquor syndicate is said to 
have functioned as one organiza- 
tion headed by Oldani for the last 
five years, doing business always 
on a big scale. The agents said that 
stills were operated in remote 
places of St. Louis, Jefferson and 
Franklin Counties; on boats that 
pred the Mississippi River and that

WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—Presi- 
dent-elect Roosevelt and members 
of the Alabama and Tennessee del- 
egations in Congress are to visit 
Muscle Shoals Jan. 21 and the Gov- 
ernment’s 3150,000, 000 munitions 
plant near Florence, Ala. whose 
possibilities of fertilizer and elec- 
tric power production have been 
dormant for a decade. 

Senator George W. Norris, Ne- 
braska Progressive Republican, also 
has been invited by the President- 
elect to make the inspection trip. 
Norris long has advocated Govern- 
ment operation of the plan, but his 
proposal has been blocked by the 
presidential veto. The invitation to 
Norris is seen in some quarters as 
indicating that Roosevelt may favor 
Federal operation of the power 
plant. 

Roosevelt, in his campaign, while 
stating that in general he favored 
private operation of utilities, left 
himself free to support Government 
ownership and operation of certain 
utilities. 

Through three Republican admin- 
istrations all attempts to make use 


nitrate plants have been frustrated 
by divergent views on whether the 
chief product should be cheap elec- 
tric energy or low-cost fertilizer, 
and whether it should be at the 
hands of private or public industry.

1000 More Jobs.

PADUCAH, Ky., Jan. 16.—In 
years to come, when that corner 
has been turned and the depres- 
sion is a thing that only the elders 
remember, a Paducahan, rummag- 
ing through his souvenirs, will 
come on an oblong piece of paper 
on which is printed, along with 
several names and designs, these 
words: “Certificate of Paducah In- 
dustries e And he will 
turn to his grandchildren and say: 

“Back in 1933 L used things like 
this for money.” 

This city of 33,541 was breezing 
along comfortably about a year 
ago, despite the fact that the de- 
pression had affected business. 
There was little unemployment and 
the charity lists were small. 

Then the city’s principal bank, 
with deposits of $6,000,000, crashed, 
involving the savings of thousands 
of persons. 

Unemployment and want in- 
creased. Leaders of the city looked 
about for some means to relieve 
the situation, but in vain. 

How Plan Started. | 

Their search continued until 
about two months ago, when it was 
learned that the Worthy Manufac- 
turing Co. was seeking a location 
for a new factory, in which the 
making of shirts heretofore manu- 
factured in the two State peniten- 
tiaries of Kentucky could be car- 
ried on. The company promised to 
give employment to from 1000 to 
1500 workers, with a payroll of 
from $8000 to $12,000 weekly.

and found they could obtain the 
factory for Paducah if citizens 
would provide a building. The 
erection of such a factory building 
would cost about $65,000, it was 
learned. Merchants and business 
men guaranteed the raising of this 
$65,000. They gave cash and signed 
notes aggregating that amount. 
Work was started on a plan 
whereby money could be raised to 
repay these pledges, a plan through 


which practically every Paducah}. 


citizen could contribute toward ob- 
taining the factory. The “cértifi- 
cate and sticker plan” was evolved. 

It is based on the “stamped 
scrip” plan recommended by Prof. 
Irving Fisher, economist of Yale 
University. But it differs from any 
plan heretofore put into effect in 
any city. 

Paducah is the largest city in 
the United States that has offered 
to try this plan on such an am- 
bitious scale and for this purpose. 
A similar plan has been successful 
in Hawarden, Iowa, the first town 
in this country to try it, but there 
the scrip was issued onlysto city 
employes. 

In Paducah, the pieces of scrip, 
or “certificates,” are being distrib- 
uted in Tactory payrolls, to ci'y 
and county officials and employes, 
through business officés, through 
individuals, and are being circu- 


lated in all forms of legitimate 


trade. Even -hootieggers of Ken- 
tucky’s moonshine whiskey are ac- 
cepting “certificates” in payment 
for their wares. 

The plan is a simple one. The 
certificates, the exact size of a dol- 
lar bill of United States currency, 
are printed by the Paducah Indus- 
tries, a body organized to supervise 
the operation of this plan and head- 
ed by Maj. E. G. Scott. They are 
distributed through a fiscal gent 
of the Committee. 


Life of a Certificate. 


Here is one course a certificate 
might follow: 

An employer, the owner of a fac- 
tory, decides that he will co-operate 
in the certificate and sticker plan, 
and signs a contract in which he 
agrees to pay the salaries of his 
employes each week one-half in 
certificates and one-half in legal 
tender. ¢? 


He purchases half the amount of 
his weekly payfoll in certificates, 


which come only in $1 denomira- 


tions, payin $1 in cash for vach 
$1 certificate he receives. If an or- 
ploye is receiving a salary of $50 a 
week, on pay day he finds in his 
envelope $25 in $1 certificates and 
$25 in cash. 

Here enters the stickers. Before 
the employe can spend“ his certif- 
icates, he must place a one-cent 
sticker on each certificate. The 
stickers are printed and sold 
through the Paducah Industries, 
and tesemble ordinary trade 
stamps. 

When the one-cent sticker has 
been attached, tlie employe may 
“spend” the certificates in the ame 
manner in which he does his legal 
tender, exchanging them, at fu!l 
cash value, for groceries, clothing 
or in payment of his bils. 

The second person who receives 
the certificate—the merchant, gar- 
age operator or other persons— 
places on the back of each certifi- 
cate a two-cent sticker. Then he 
may give the certificate to whole- 
sale jobbers or other persons, who 
must affix another one-cent stick- 
er. 


When these three stickers, total- 


ing four cents, have been affixed. 


the certificate may be “cashed” u: 
a Paducah bank, the bearer receiv- 
ing $1 in legal tender for each cer- 
tificate. 


Through the sale of the stickers, 
the committee will raise the $65.- 
000 fund to erect the factory build- 
ing. It is expected that $25,000 in 
certificates will be placed in cir- 
culation each week, through which 
the Committee will receive $1000 in 
sale of stickers. The circulation of 
the certificates will be continued 
until the full amount is raised. 


The certificates may be “cashed” 
whenever the four cents in ‘stickers 
have been attached. If a person 
wishes, he may affix the three 
stickers when he receives the ser- 
tificate the first time and deposit 
it in his bank account. 


Physicians, iawyers, business men 
and other citizens who do not re- 
ceive weekly salaries have agreed 
to co-operate in the plan by pur- 
chasing certificates and using them 
instead of legal tender. 

The first of the certificates were 
placed in circulation Jan. 7. There 
have been some complaints, but as a 
whole Paducahans are planning to 
give their full support to the ccr- 
tificate and sticker project, and 
‘spend paper” for the whole year.’

NEW YORK, Jan. 16.—4 robber 
who, police said, became unnerved 
by his prospective. victim’s shouts 
for help today accidentally shot 
and fatally wounded his companh- 
ion, identified as Dominick Para- 
dise, 27 yéars old, of Bridgeport, 
Conn., and was himself seriously 
wounded in a running pistol fight

The two shootings, at first sup- 
posed to bé unrelated, were con- 
nected by police when the wound- 
ed man identified the body of his 
companion in the Morgue. 

The wounded man, identified as 
Nicolo Minardo, 35 years old, is an 
éx-convict who formerly lived in 
Bridgeport, police say. 

The attempted holdup took place 
in the hallway of a tenement house 
in Fifth street.

German Delegate Declares Youth

GENEVA, Jan. 16.—The disarnia- 
ment problem cannot be solved 
until the unemployment question 
has been solved, the Integnational 
Conference on Unemploym ant 
which is considering à 40-hour 
week, was told today by Ernst 
Lemmer, the German workers’ dele- 
gate. 

“So long as the youth of Europe 
is without work and ready to join 
any militarist organization which 
can provide occupation, the ques - 
tion of disarmament will not be 
solved,” he said. 

The delegate of the Polish Gov- 
ernment announced that Poland 
was ready to support the move for 
a 40-hour agreement, but thet 
wages must not be mentioned, as 
he thought it impossible to obtain 
an international agreement on this 
point.

VATICAN CITY, Jan. 16.—Pope 
Pius yesterday proclaimed an ex- 
traordinary” holy year of prayer, 
penance and pilgrimage to Rome to 
bring peace to the world, in a bull 
entitled “Quod Nuper” (Since Re- 
cently), which was read in St. Pe- 
ter's at 11 a. m. 
This holy year is in commemora- 
tion of the nineteenth centenary of

Text of Proclamation. 


The text of the papal bull follows: 

“Promulgation of an extraordi- 
mary holy year and of a general 
and highest jubilee for the nine- 
teenth century of the redemption of 
mankind. ; 

“Pius, Bishop, servant of the 
servants of the Lord, to all the faith- 
ful who shall read these letters, 
salutations and apostolic benedic- 
tion. 

“We hasten to fulfill the promise 
made recently the day before 
Christmas not only to the venerable 
college of their eminences the car- 
dinals and to those our sons who 
had come to extend to us the holi- 
day greetings, but also to the whole 
Catholic world; that is, decreeing an 
extraordinary holy year and a gen- 
eral and highest jubilee at the 
close of the nineteenth century from 
the accomplishment ofthe redemp- 
tion of mankind. 

In fact, although the precise 
year of this event has not been 
historically ascertained, neverthe- 
less the fact in itself, or rather the 
series of these admirable works is 
of such gravity and importance 
that it would be improper to let 
them pass in silence. 

“From Decaying to the Eternal.” 

“Moved therefore by this most 
happy centenary, men should turn 
their thoughts, at least in part, 
from earthly and decaying things 
in which today they are struggling 
so unhappily, to celestial and eter- 
nal things. Let them lift their 
minds from the fearful and sad 
conditions of these days to the hope 
of that happiness of which our Lord 
Jesus Christ called us when He 
poured out His blood and conferred 
immense benefits of every kind. Let 
them withdraw themselves from the 
din of daily life and reflect in their 
hearts with themselves, especially 
during this centenary year. In- 
asmuch as our Savior loved us and 
with such ardent zeal liberated us 
from the slavery of sin, so undoubt- 
edly they will\feel themselves seized 
with greater charity and will be 
almost necessarily impelled to love 
again this most loving Lord. 

“For the usefulness of everyone 
we should like here to examine at 
least briefly the series of these di- 
vine benefits from which springs 
also that true civilization which 
we enjoy and in which we glory: 
That is, the first institution in the 
supper of the Lord of the Holy 
Eucharist and the distribution of it 
to the Aposties who were initiated 
into the order of priests with the 
words: ‘Do this in commemoration 
of me;’ the passion of Jesus Christ, 
his crucifixion and death for the 
salvation of men; Mary the Virgin, 
at the foot of the cross of her son 
made the mother of all men; then 
the ‘admirable resurrection of 
Jesus Christ, condition and certain 
security of our resurrection; then 
the power granted by him to the 
aposties of remitting sins, the true

and confirmed to Peter and his 
successors; and finally the ascen- 
sion of the Lord, the descent of the 
Holy Ghost, the Paraclete, and the 
first preaching of the gospel done 
in a prodigious and triumphant 
manner by the apostles. 


“The True Life.” 

“Beloved sons, what other cen- 
tenary should be holier or worth- 
ier of celebration? From these 
wonderful events and divine gifts 
with which the earthly life of 
Jesus Christ closes emanates to us 
that life which is the true life, and 
arises a new order of centuries for 
all the human generation. 

“We revivify such recollections 
therefore during this holy year 
with every intensity and we vener- 
ate them with fervid love. Let us 
stimulate ourselves to prayer, to 
penitence for the sins “committed 
by us, having in mind in our pray- 
ers and acts of expiation not only 
our eternal salvation, but also that 
of all mankind led astray by so 
many errors, torn by so many dis- 
cords and hostility, laboring under 
sO many miseries and fearful of so 
Many dangers. 

“Oh! May the most merciful 
Lord bring it about that the holy 
year which we shall shortly in- 
augurate will bring peace to souls, 
to the church that liberty every- 
where due her, to all peoples con- 
cord and true prosperity. 

“And since this jubilee celebration 
will begin with the approach of the 
Easter solemnities and close in the 
Easter-tide we believe it opportune 
that the Bishops exhort all their 
own faithful to purify themselves in 
the sacrament of penance and nour- 
ish themselves with the eucharist 
bread, not only during the Easter 
time set for observing the precept 
of the church, but as often and with 
as great devotion as they can, es- 
pecially throughout the Holy year; 
and also to meditate, in special 
manner on Friday of Holy Week, on 
the passion of the Lord. Let this 
be the particular fruit, and truly of 
no small importance, of this cele- 
bration. ;

“They have given us a vivid 
picture of what has been done, and 
have shown what might be done. 
We should thank anybody who 
makes us realize our shame—that 
with energy, machinery and re- 
sources that should make _ every- 
one prosperous, we have scarcity 
and general insecurity. 

Competition and Its Result. 
Early capitalism had a theory, 
which used to be taught in text- 
book rhymes, that self-love and so- 
cial love were the same thing, and 
the more intelligent selfishness we 
had, the better. An oid-time theo- 
logian argued that the existence of 
God was proved by the fact that, 
if everyone followed his selfish im- 
pulses intelligently, the result would 
be the general benefit. Thus 
were taught the ever-blessed law 
of supply and demand, and the 
sanctity of the competitive system. 

“But today we see that where 
there is the most competition, there 
is the most hell. I need only point 
to the textile industry and soft 
coal, the most highly competitive 
lines, and those where the workers 


‘fare worst. Soft coal is competi- 


tive not only as between concerns, 
but as between counties, states and 
areas, and if any part of America 
approaches hell on earth, it is the 
soft coal field. I have seen West 
Virginia miners’ families living in 
midwinter in second-hand tents, 
and in company houses where a 
pig should not be kept. I am go- 
ing to see the Illinois conditions in 
Franklin County this week. 

“Took at poor Mr. Hoover and 
his doctrine of rugged individual- 
ism, and with his troubles over the 
tariff, which is just a use of the 
Government’s power to help favored 
beneficiaries; the Federal Farm 
Board, which didn’t relieve the 
farmers, or perhaps relieved them 
too much, and the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation. 

“The R. F. C. was a marvelous 
device to save private property. But 
the little banks in St. Louis which 
have declared temporary morator- 
iums—what are you laughing at?” 
the speaker asked as some in the 
audience showed - amusement— 
“were not saved by the R. F. C. 
Mr. Dawes was saved. He was such 
a rugged individualist that it took 
$90,000,000 of the taxpayers’ good 
money to shore him up. 

Billion Dollar Food Tax. 

“And that is the way capitalism 
plans. If you have the power, you 
can make the Government do piece- 
meal planning for you. The farm 
allotment plan, which amounts to 
a food tax of $1,000,000,000 on us 
all, is another case. The wheat, cot- 
ton and tobacco farmers were orig- 
inally to get the benefit, because 
they hadn’t been helped by the 
tariff, but the other growers have 
been scrambling for benefits, which 
will go principally to the insurance 
and mortgage companies, the 
banks and landlords. Such a sub-

ism some thinking, and will require 
some sacrifice of what the free- 
booters have been getting away 
with. Capitalism may even get us, 
temporarily, out of the present de- 
pression. 

“Recovery may come from dis- 
covery of some new industry com- 
parable to the automobile industry; 
it may come through some type of 
inflation, with a standardization of 
poverty; or it may come through a 
good war, which is a war fought 
by others, where we furnish the 
finances and the provisions. The 
trouble about a good war is that, 
when we are drawn into it, it is not 
so good. To get over the depres- 
sion by a new war would be like 
getting over a hangover by getting 
drunk anew, with delirium tremens 
as the probable finish. 


Social Use Not Private Profit. 


“What the United States needs 
is not so much planning, though 
that is needed, as purpose. We 
must put our planning on a basis 
of help to the masses. It must 
solve the problem of distribution, 
which capitalism can never solve. 
It must make the machine a means 
of abundance for all. It must plan 
for social use, not for private 
profit. It must recognize world in- 
ter-dependence, and not try to run 
the world as a grab-bag game.” 

In his radio interview, Thomas 
answered the question as to the dif- 
ference between Socialism and 
Communism, saying the primary 
difference was in tactics. “So- 
cialism,” he said, “holds that civil 
and religious liberty have value 
and importance, even in a transi- 
Also, given the 
American tradition and background, 
it believes in improving rather 
than scrapping them. The Com- 
munist adherence to a dictatorship 
has caused the Communist party 


in the United States to be split four 


ways. 

“While Socialists are not ex- 
treme pacifists, we wish to make 
Socialism the alternative for world 
war, rather than the consequence 
of a world war. Socialists, I hope, 
also do not believe in the policy 
of reckless slander which Commu- 
nism uses, as in that charge, made 
in the last election, that I upheld 
lynching; and the later charge, 
made in Communist printed mat- 
ter, that I stood beside Mayor Jim- 
my Walker, laughing, as the police 
clubbed Communists.”

INDIANS FOUND IN ARIZONA 


Discovery of Ancient Homes Is Re-

Jan. 16. — Striking 
back at his accusers, Alexis I. Ry-

Reviewing his “sins as a right- 
ist,” which once cost him the Pre- 
miership and for which he publicly 
repented in 1929, Rykoff disavowed 
his supposed connection with the 
followers of A. P. Smirnoff, who 
was: expelled from membership in 
the Central Committee and deposed 
as Vice-Commissar of Agriculture 
of the Russian Socialist Federated 
Republic. 

Explains His Silence. 

Rykoff said that work forced 
him to forego making public 
speeches lately, but declared his 
silence no reason for his com- 
rades ot think he did not agree 
with party policies. 

“I belong to those members of 
the Central Committee who have 
made great mistakes in the past,” 
Rykoff said. “I was once one of 
the leaders of the Right group and 
because of this there are still some

Architects and the Government. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 3 
EFERRING to your interesting inter- 
view with Louis LaBeaume, in which 

Mr. LaBeaume told of the efforts being 

made by the American Institute of Archi- 

tects to obtain the employment of pri- 
vate architects in place of the Govern- 
ment bureau in the designing of public 
buildings: His statements and conclu- 
sions are quite in line with the prevail- 
ing thought among the members of the 
institute. Unfortunately, all architects 


i 


“are not of equal ability in design and, 


unless the Government is protected in 
some way in making a suitable choice, it 
is not likely that the service to be had 
from private architects will be much 
better than in the case of the present 
bureaucratic method. It is obvious that 
if the choice is to be made through polit- 
ical or financial influence, the results 
would be disastrous to the cause of better 
architecture. * 

In France, this difficulty has been in a 
measure overtome, for there no person is 
eligible to act as architect on Govern- 
ment work unless he be a graduate of the 
Ecole des Beaux Arts, a school instituted 
by the first Napoleon and subsidized by 
thé state since that time. In this coun- 
try, a similar effort for architectural re- 
form was made, I think, during the presi- 
dency of Theodore Roosevelt. Congress 
passed a law permitting the Secretary of 
the Treasury to institute competitions 
among private architects. Some excellent 
buildings were obtained in this way, but 
a few years later the law was repealed 
under a less sympathetic regime. 

In America, no general law regulating 
the practice of architecture exists, as in 
the case of law and of medicine, although 
a few states—notably New York and IIli- 
nois—require that all architects shail be 
licensed after passing an examination by 
the State Board. The St. Louis Chapter 
of the American Institute of Architecture 
has for many years tried to get a similar 
law passed by the Missouri Legislature, 
but without success, the argument being 
that such a law would be unjust to the 
country architects. No doubt another a 
tempt will be made to get prompt action 
by the present Legislature. 

It is to be hoped that this interview 
may arouse public interest, without which 
it is not likely that anything good can be 
accomplished. ;

Considerations of both humanitarianism and 
economy make it the duty of the present General 
Assembly to enact a State did-age pension law. Such 
action was dictated the voters at the November 
election, when approved the enabling amend- 
ment to the State Constitution dy a vote of 988,594 
to 275,297, an overwhelming majority of almost 4 to 
1 in its favor. The amendment provided for divid- 
ing the cost between the State and the counties, the 
pension to apply to dependent persons aged 70 or 
over. 

There is nothing of an experimental or utopian 
nature in the pension proposal. Forty-two nations 
of the world, beginning with Germany in 1889, have 
adopted pensions or similar relief plans for the de- 
pendent aged. In England, the pension plan was 
called by ex-Chancellor Snowden “the most popular 
niece of legislation ever passed in this country.” And 
he added, “Nobody would ever dream of suggesting 
its repeal.” Alaska, in 1915, was the first American 
unit to adopt the plan, and 17 states have followed 
suit. About 100,000 aged persons in this country re- 
ceived aid from pensions last year. 

It is a recognized duty of the state to care for 
aged persons who are unable to earn a living and 
have no other means of support. The question then 
is, what form this care shall take. In Missouri, as 
in many other states, the indigent aged are kept in 
poorhousés, in many of which the living conditions 
and surroundings are extremely unpleasant. Further, 
the stigma of pauperism which attaches to the in- 
mates of such an institution creates a crushing sense 
of despair in many of the formerly useful citizens 
who are obliged to go there. Pensions would enable 
these persons to live in surroundings of their choice, 
and to maintain a greater feeling of personal in- 
tegrity than is possible among those forced to take 
the dreary road “over the hill to the poorhouse.” 

From the economic angle, as well, there are impor- 
tant advantages. Representative Elmer of Salem, 
sponsor of the enabling amendment, pointed out in 
the Post-Dispatch last fall that the total investment 
in Missouri's county houses is $6,000,000. Most of 
their 21,111 inmates are elderly persons who would 
come within the’ range of a pension law. The up- 
keep on these 
including interest on the investment, $344 per capita. 
The payrolls alone at these places amount to $254,- 
917 a year. As against these figures, New York 
State last year gave pensions to 62,826 persons, at 
a per capita cost of $290 per annum. In Massachu- 
setts the cost was $304; in California, $269. Eight 
states pay a maximum of $1 a day, four others give 
$25 a month and Kentucky has a maximum of $250 a 
year. The United States Bureau of Labor finds that 
in 1931 the average amount in this country was 
$227.50 a year. 

Were the pension plan adopted in Missouri, nearly 
all the almshouses in the State could be utilized 
for other public purposes, or the property sold. The 
problem of caring for the aged would be solved in a 
method meeting the demands of their self-respect 
and of public economy. Franklin D. Roosevelt, in an 
address last October, denounced the almshouse sys- 
tem in the following terms: “It is the most wasteful 
and extravagant system that we could possibly devise. 
It belongs to that past barbaric age when we chained 
our insane to the walls of our madhouses.” 


Missouri should catch up with other states and |

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ARMY CAMPS FOR WANDERING YOUTHS? 

No one who has followed the public acts of Senator 
Couzens of Michigan doubts his good intentions in 
offering a bill to open military posts to the hundreds 
of thousands of boys and young men now tramping 
about the country. 

As Senator Couzens has said, the Government owns 
the camps, which are staffed by officers whose peace- 
time duties, for the most part, could hardly be called 
arduous. It would seem to be only a logical step to 
employ the camps and the officers in whatever way 
possible in mitigating the effects of the depression. 
Bence, his bill to establish training periods at various 
army posts. Miss Grace Abbott, chief of the Federal 
Children’s Bureau, however, raises a question that 
needs to be considered: Would not the opening of a 
series of such camps take even more dissatisfied 
youths away from their home communities? Mise 
Abbott thinks it would, and she, perhaps more than 
any other person in the administration. knows the 
nature of the problem and what would retard or ac- 
celerate its growth. 

Miss Abbott favors, instead, the proposal of Sen- 
ator Cutting of New Mexico, which calls for Federal 
aid to states for the care of the wanderers, the funds 
to be administered through local agencies. Her coun- 
sel commands consideration. The problem itself chal- 
lenges action. N 
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Marshall, Mo., reports that its city light plant has 
reduced rates 50 per cent in two years, saving con- 
sumers the tidy sum of $45,000. That's the way mu- 
nicipal ownership is failing at Marshall. 
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AUTO DEATHS IN ST. LOUIS. 

St. Louis had 152 motor vehicle fatalities last year, 
as compared with 170 in 1931, but the reduced use 
of motor cars, due to the depression, almost com- 
pletely erases this apparent gain in traffic safety. It 
is estimated that 10 per cent fewer cars and trucks 
than in 1931 were.on the streets last year, and the 
decline in fatalities is only a fraction greater than 
10 per cent, namely, 10.6 per cent. 

St. Louis thus virtually stood still with regard to 
traffic safety. In a neighboring city, however, a 
notable improvement was shown. Kansas City had 
104 auto deaths in 1931 and 72 in 1932, a decline of 
30.8 per cent. The reason for Kansas City’s better 
showing is readily seen. That city last year operated 
under a drivers’ licensing law, whereby permits to 
drive were issued only to capable persons, children 
were forbidden to drive and licenses of careless driv- 
ers involved in accidents were revoked. The licens- 
ing provisions did not apply, of course, to out-of-town 
drivers, and the efficiency of the law was reduced to 
just that extent. A remedy for this, and the exten- 
sion of the added safety to all parts of the State, is 
enactment of a Missouri licensing law by the present 
Legisiature. 

Numerous instances have been cited of how Heense 
provisions, by weeding out irresponsible drivers, save 
many lives. The present comparison between St. 
Louis and Kansas City is merely an addition to the 
weight of evidence.

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ELECTRICITY REPENTANT. 

Is it a case of “when the devil was sick the devil 
a monk would be”? That cynical question may be in- 
spired by the latest gesture of the electric power in- 
terests. The gesture is the announcement of the or- 
ganization of Edison Electric Institute, which dedi- 
cates the electric power industry to the good life. 
The industry is herewith pledged to “divest itself of 
all semblance of propaganda activities,” to an “at- 
titude of frankness and ready co-operation in its deal- 
ings with the public and regulatory bodies, that com- 
plete and frequent financial reports be made by all 
companies.” Under its constitution, the institute 
shall have the authority to investigate the business 
practices of any company member, to discipline any 
member guilty of improper or unethical business prac- 
tices, or failure to furnish information as required. 
Membership in the institute acknowledges and con- 
sents to the institute’s right to impose disciplina 
action. > 

This is a grandiose profession of repentance. Its 
sincerity may be doubted to the extent that it will 
have to be demonstrated. To live up to it in good 
faith will involve a revolution in deportment. The 
“goctoring” of textbooks in the public schools, the 
bribing of college professors, the preparation of edi- 
torials for mercenary and faithless publishers, all of 
which has been exposed, will have to be abandoned. 
Exposure has, however, so impaired such propaganda 
that its continuance were largely a waste of money. 

This new electric power morality will find its most 
important field in its relations with the regulating 
bodies. If it comes before the public service commis- 
sions with clean hands, as it engages to do, it will, 
indeed, have acquired a rating of virtue. Does this 
mean that it will disavow the holding company, by 
which device it has contrived effectually to with- 
draw itself beyond the jurisdiction of regulation? 
Are its financial operations to be so simplified that 
the investor will know what he is investing in? Will 


there be tangible and adequate values back of the 


securities offered to the public? Is Insullism to be 
pulled out by the roots? If any backslider is caught 
emulating the fallen Colossus, will he be driven forth 
under the spur and whip of the front page? 

What of Muscle Shoals? Will the power industry, 
adjusting its hair shirt, walk straight to the office 
of Senator Norris, confess that the yardstick method 
for ascertaining the cost of producing and distribut- 
ing power by a Government plant is a test which pub 
lic equity and public policy alike demand and which 
the industry itself should welcome?

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A NEW “BABY” IN THE SENATE. 

The Senate has a new “baby.” He is 35-year-old 
Richard B. Russell Jr. of Georgia, who has just re- 
linguished the governorship at Atlanta to become 
the Cracker State’s junior Senator. Less than two 
years ago he was Speaker of the Georgia House, to 
which he was first elected when only 24 years old. 
A year ago last June he took the oath as Governor, 
and last summer he did the country a good turn by 
preventing the elevation of former Representative 
Charles B. Crisp to the Senate by defeating him for 
the Democratic nomination.

But to another obstacle which had been 
interposed on the American side to the re- 
payment of debts, it required all Jefferson's 
ingenuity to frame a plausible reply. Not 
only had the American state courts been 
unfavorable to the claims of Bri sub 
jects but the Legislatures of South 
Carolina, Jersey and Rhode Island had 
made their almost worthless paper money 
good legal tender for debts contracted in 
gold or silver sterling. Jefferson admitted 
the distinction between sham money and 
real money; but he argued that American 
stocks of “real” or “hard” money had been 
reduced to vanishing point, and that conse- 
quently there were no means of payment. 
On this point he wrote as follows: 

“The stock of hard money, which we pos- 
sessed in an ample degree at the beginning 
of the war, soon flowed into Europe for 
supplies of arms, ammunition and other 
necessaries, which we were not in the habit 
of manufacturing for ourselves. The pro- 
duce of our soil, attempted to be carried in 

our own bottoms to Europe, fell, two-thirds 
of it, into the hands of our enemies, who 
were masters of the sea: the other third 


HE War of the American Revolution 

ended in January, 1783. After 1789, when 

the United States, under its new Consti- 
tution and Washington’s first administra- 
tion, began to get its finances into order, 
Jefferson, Secretary of State, received urgent 
application from Paris for the debts, whose 
return was long overdue. 

At that time French paper money was de- 

preciating, and Alexander Hamilton, Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, was inclined to pay 
off the debt in the cheap assignats which 
the French Government had made legal ten- 
der for payments to its own unfortunate 
subjects. Jefferson, however, objected to 
this, and arranged that in the final liquida- 
tion, due regard should be had to “an equit- 
able allowance for the circumstances of de- 
preciation.” 
What precisely happened is a little ob- 
scure. The debt to France had certainly 
not been paid off when the monarchy fell. 
In 1792 payments to the French National 
Assembly were suspended; but in 1793 Paris 
was not only bankrupt but starving, and, 
instead of gold and silver, Jefferson made 
arrangements for paying an instalment in 
provisions. Genet, the French Minister at 
Washington, demanded that the whole debt 
be paid at once in produce; but Jefferson 
pointed out that an attempt to do so would 
be hazardous to American credit, “the pres- 
ervation of which can alone enable us to 
meet payments at the time agreed on.” 


Jefferson- afterward formulated the doc- 
trine that a perpetual debt, especially for 
war, is inadmissible, and that such a tribute 
eught not to be laid upon posterity, but he 
recognized that the debts then due should 
be “soon and sacredly” paid off, and no 
doubt he did the best he could under the 
circumstances.

Russian Princess Here Tells 
Of Visit to Land of Soviet

First Aristocrat e to Enter and De- 
part Since Revolution Finds Order 
Coming Out of Chaos. 


Ten years ago the Princess Irina 
Skariatina, fleeing from the Rus- 
sian revolutionists, was rescued by 


the American Relief Commission, 
half-starved, gaunt, a worn shawl 
clasped closely about her. 

This morning, the Princess, now 
Mrs. Victor F. Blakeslee of Phila- 


the Park Plaza, her green gown 
contrasting with its red brocade, 
and told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
of a recent trip to Russia as “the 
first member of the Russian aris- 
tocracy to enter and depart with 
the consent of the Soviet Govern- 
ment.” 

Mrs. Blakeslee, as she préfers to 
be called, is here for a lecture to- 
night at the St. Louis Woman’s 
Club, 

“Two weeks ago I returned from 
35 days in the principal cities of 
“convinced that 
there is a tremendous change for 
the better since 1922. 

“Conditions still are primitive but 
order is beginning to emerge out 
of chaos. The new regime has, I 
think, successfully passed the turn- 
ing point. 

Hope for the Masses. 

“Above all else, there is hope for 

the masses—a hope that never be- 
fore existed. The people are being 
taught the AB C of culture. Schools 
are everywhere, open to all, with 
attendance obligatory. 
“There are even 13 
And the school system includes in- 
dustrial institutions and colleges 
where the expenses of the students 
are met by the State.“ 

During her trip, she said, she was 

accompanied by a woman guide 
but “went absolutely wherever I 
wanted and talked freely with all 
classes of people.” She plans to 
visit some of the villages next sum- 
mer. 
“Everybody seemed shabby and 
poor,” Mrs. Blakeslee, who is the 
wife of a retired United States 
Naval officer, continued, “but there 
didn’t appear to be any unemploy- 
ment. Everybody had work of 
some sort. I don’t know how happy 
the Russian people are but they 
appeared interested and in some 
cases enthusiastic about their Gov- 
ernment.” 

To the former Princess the “old 
Russia is finished, just a beautiful 
memory“ although she hastened to 
add she regarded it from a senti- 
mental viewpoint. Comparison be- 
tween the Russia of the Czar and 
the present time, she said, is so 
difficult that she prefers to con- 
trast the modern country with the

she confided, she realized as a stu- 
dent that “another world existed,” 
a world apart from the life of a 
Princess, the daughter of Princess 
Mary Lobanov of Rostov and Gen.

“I grew to realize that a change 
was inevitable,” she recalled, “but 
I never thought of violence. I did 
feel that a Republic might be cre- 
ated, some form of democracy.” 

Mrs, Blakeslee, who is the author 
of “A World Can End” and “A 
World Begins” and is completing 
another book, said she visited her 
old home last month, saw her old 
nurse, viewed her father’s grave, 
and went to places dear to her in 
her girlhood. The palaces of yes- 
terday, she said, are maintained by 
the Soviet in “perfect condition,” 
used as museums and theaters for 
the people. 

In the United States, Mrs. 
Blakeslee, who once worked as an 
interior decorator after leaving 
Russia, has found happiness, ro- 
mance and prosperity. She has be- 
come a citizen. 

But in her room still hangs a 
scarlet evening bag which she car- 
ried with her on her penniless 
flight, filled still with Russian 
earth to be mingled with the soil 
lot her rave.

72 PCT. OF DIVORCES 
ARE GRANTED 10 WIVES 


JIt’s Easier for Woman Thag 
Man to Find Ground for 
Decree. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 16. 

Cruelty continues to be the most 

common ground of divorce in the 


wives as husbands obtain divorces. 
This preponderance of divorces 
granted to wives gains steadily 
every year. 

Of the 182,203 divorces reported 
in 1931, the last year of census 
record, 77,225, or 42.4 per cent, wert 
decreed on the ground of cruelty. 
Desettion, however, was the most 
frequent cause of divorces granted 
to husbands, while cruelty con- 
tinued the leading cause for those 
given to wives. 

Wives obtained 728 per cent of 
the total number of divorces in 
1931, whereas in 1906 they got 67 
per cent. The increase in the pro- 
portion granted to women has 
hardly been interrupted since 1887. 

Census Bureau specialists say it 
may be that husbands more often 
than wives give occasion for di- 
vorce action, but that the much 
larger proportion granted to the 
wife is in general due to the fact 
that there are for the wife more 
legal grounds for divorce than 
there are for the husband. 

Non-Support As Cause. 

For example, nonsupport—a com- 
mon legal cause for divorce on the 
part of the wife—is seldom a legal 
cause for divorce on the part of 
the husband. Although the law 
may make no distinction between 
tme parties, there are certain com- 
paratively common grounds for di- 
vorce, such as cruelty, which are 
more readily applicable against the 
husband than against the wife. 

It is explained, moreover, that 
where both parties desire divorce 
it is probable that the wife more 
often than the husband kes the 
application, since she ( uld ob- 
tain a divorce on grounds which 
would reflect less unfavorably on 
the characters of the parties. 

In the case of divorces granted 
to husbands, the most striking fact 
shown by census statistics is the 
marked increase in the proportion 
decreed for cruelty. In the period 
from 1887 to 1906 only 10.5 per cent 
were for cruelty, while the percent- 
age in 1931 was 35 per cent. 

Divorces Decline in 1931. 

The number of divorces granted 
for all causes in 1931, as compared 
with 1930, decreased in eight of the

WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.— The 
story of Ivin Coolidge’s electric 
horse already has been recalled. 
What probably persuaded the thir- 
tieth President to confine his 
equestrian efforts to mechanical 
mounts was the one and only real 
horseback ride he took in Wash- 

ington. 

Mr. Coolidge hadn’t feally intend- 
ed to go riding. He did it to oblige 
a photographer who wanted a pic- 
ture—but after that experience he 
never again visited the ite House 
stables. Four years later, he rode 
a little in the Black Hills, but there 
he had the benefit of a Western 
saddle. 

It was shortly after he had be- 
come President that Mr. Coolidge 
tried riding. On a bright Sunday 
morning, about two hours before 
he was due at church, the new 
President ordered his car and di- 
rected that he be driven to the 
stables. There, he had Lieut. Joe 
Mathieson, in charge, show him 
“General Pershing,” the horse espe- 
cially reserved for the executive. 

Photographer Called Back. 

‘Meanwhile, in some way, George 
Dorsey, a news service photogra- 
pher, had gotten word of Mr. Cool- 
idge’s whereabouts and hurried to 
the stables. Secret Service men as- 
sured him, however, there would 
be no pictures, and he got in his 
car and started away. 

He had gone but a short distance 
when he was hailed by yells: and 
whistles. He found the President, 
in gray business suit and fedora, 
astride “General Pershing.” 

“Did you want some sort of a 
picture?” he asked. 

“Yes, Mr. President,” replied Dor- 
sey, “but not here. The trees don’t 
permit enough light.” 

So Mr. Coolidge walked his horse 
out into the middle of the street, 


and while the secret service men 
held back traffic, the camera man 
took a series of pictures. 

“Got enough?” asked Mr. 
idge at last. 

“Well,” said the photographer, 
“there’s a bridle path down here 
about four blocks. It would se 
nice to get some action pictures.” 

The president agreed. Mathieson 
hastily threw saddles over two 
other horses for himself and George 
Drescher, one of the secret ser- 
vice men and the three proceeded 
slawly down to the bridle path, 
where Dorsey had proceeded thet. 


Horse Camera Shy. 


“General Pershing,” it developed. 
was camera shy, for with the click 
of Dorsey’s camera the horse ave 
a startled jump and lunged into a 
wild gallop. The army-trainéd 
horses ridden by Drescher and 
Mathieson followed suit. 

“Stop it, stop it,” called Mr. Cocl- 
idge as he pounded up and down in 
the saddle along the. path. 

Drescher, decided against grab- 
bing the “general's” bridle for fear 
the President might be thrown if 
the horse swerved, so, remembéring 
that army horses usually keep the 
pace of the one in the lead, he gave 
his horse a boot and flashed past 
Mr, Coolidge. 


“Stop it, stop it,” the President 
was calling. 

When he got about four lengths 
in front, Drescher began pulling 
his horse in and slowly the race 
subsided to a walk, but not until 
about half a mile had been cov- 
ered. 

When they came to a stop, Mr. 
Coolidge - dismounted, thoroughly 
angry and thoroughly shaken up. 

“Didn’t I tell you to stop?” he de- 
manded of Drescher. 

The secret service man explained 
why he had chosen this particular 
method of “stopping it.“

It is George Bernard Shaw speak- 
ing.

Shaw’s burlesque strictures on 
Yale occur in a letter written on 
the reverse of a five-section series 
of colored postcards of Stratford- 
on-Avon. Shaw was writing Archi- 
bald Henderson, his official biog- 
rapher. | 
Henderson is selling more than 
200 collectors’ items today in New 
York. Included are 140 Shaw first 
editions, and 64 autographs, some 
of which are parts of manuscripts, 
but mostly letters. There is in- 
cluded one of the longest letters on 
record—one of 54 pages, written by 
the dramatist over a period of 
weeks in an attempt to answer 
some questions put him by Hender- 
son. | 
The letters are memorable for in- 
numerable Shaw  impertinences. 
His response to an invitation to a 
Town Hall Club dinner in New 
York reads: 

“A dinner! How horrible! I am 
to be made the pretext for killing 


all those wretched animals and 


birds and fish! Thank you for 
nothing...blood sacrifices are not 
in my line.” 

Or this, on prudes: 

“One man’s poetry is another 
man’s pruriency...you must let 
people eat what agrees with them, 
even if it seems to you to be gar- 
bage.” 

On Britain and America, Novem- 
ber 9, 1914: 

“(The British) feel that anybody 
who is not congenitally perverse 
must feel that their position is one 
of extraordinary nobility, and that 
America must bé proud to have 
her ships rifled by our cruisers.” 

On his own career as a public 
speaker: 

“One of my best speeches, about 
an hour and a half long, was de- 
livered in Hyde Park in pouring 
rain to six policemen sent to watch 
me, and the secretary of the little 
society that had asked me to speak 
for them...the difference between 
Shaw with (Sidney) Webb’s brains 
and knowledge at his disposal and 
Shaw by himself is enormous...I

Trump 


HE last few articles were de- 

T voted to responding hands con- 

taining a five-card suit. I gave 

you my ideas of the theory which 

should govern your responding pol- 

icy and illustrated its application 

with examples of 

the weakest 

hands on which 

to take the vari- 

ous courses of 

action. I did not 

g o thoroughly 

into all the re- 

bidding consider- 

ations because it 

will be easier to 

do so when 1 

write about the 

rebidding proce- 

dure of the opening no trump 

bidder. No doubt you have many 

unanswered questions to put regard- 

igg the later bids on these hands. 

I will try to cover the points in- 

volved when we look at the situa- 

tion from the point of view of the 
original bidder. 

5-4-3-1-x Distribution. 

My remarks on the 5-4-2-2 re- 
sponding hand apply almost with- 
‘out change to 5-4-3-1. The single- 
ton does not scare me into any des- 
perate efforts to avoid an ultimate 
no trump contract. In close deci- 
sions, however, it would sway me 
toward a game contract in a major 
suit in preference to no trumps; 
definitely so if, as I explained yes- 
terday, a major suit take-out pro- 
duced from the opening bidder a 
raise in that suit instead of a rebid 
to two no trumps. From the point 
of view of passing or taking out on 
the first round, I overlook the sin- 
gleton and do not take-out with a 
hand which would cause me to pass 
on the same values arranged 5-4-2-2. 

If my side had a partial score I 
would shade the high card require- 
ments slightly because of the single- 
ton and the fact that the guess 
would be transferred from us to the 
opponents on the second round of 
bidding. The sign off will be avail- 
able that much earlier as far as we 
are concerned. 

With no partial score, I would 
still pass— |

though I would take out in spades 
on both of them with a score of 40 
or more. 

If the five-card suit is a minor 
and the four-card suit a biddable 
major, I would bid my major suit 
secondarily, over the two no trump 
rebid. My partner knows it is a 
four-card suit because I did not bid 
it first, and he should now be able 
to make the right decision. How- 
ever, if my hand were something 
like— ‘ 

Sp. K-J-x-z 
Hts. K Cl. x-x-x 

and the bidding went: 

trump, two diamonds, 
trumps—I would now bid three no 
trumps. My singleton is a king, I 
have good material to work with in 
two suits. The hand may be close 
for making three no trumps, but its 
prospects certainly will not be in- 
jured by my refraining from telling 
the opponents that the spade lead 
would be bad for them. 

My insistence on strong, sound 
opening no trump bids is the result 
of very long experience in all the 
games of the whist family. In con- 
tract its effectiveness is enormous- 
ly increased as compared with 
bridge and auction, and that large- 
ly because of the scope and relief 
from fear which it confers on the 
responding hand. In many systems 
no trumpers are always a source of 
anxiety unless there is plenty to 
spare. The Sims players can gener- 
ally relax and titit their chairs back 
when no trumps is the order of the 
day. The tense situations do not 
as a rule arise from “no trump 
send-off.
